It is recommended that the program of Congressional Lunches 
initiated last year "be re-instituted following the convening of 
the 84-th Congress in January. The following tentative schedule 
is recomaended;

Vorys has had 
very little. The luncheon could be followed by a de- 
briefing of the Congressmen in connection with their 
recent trip. Hr. Richards introduced a bill to estab- 
lish a Joint Committee on Central Intelligence in the 
Congress. As far as 2 can determine, he did so 
largely because of Ms personal friendsMp for Senator 
Mansfield, who, undoubtedly, requested Mr. Richards 
to introduce the bill which was identical with Senator 
Mansfield's second bill calling for a ten man Joint 
Committee .
